‘In the Wheat Market? 


The public and especially the west- 
ern farmers must be somewhat myst- 
ified as to what te actually behind Mr. 
MbFartand’s suggestion for a govern- 
ment investigation into recent heavy 
short selling on the Winnipeg Grain 
Bxichange—presumably by. foreign 
trading interests. 

Some three years ago it was alleged 
that Russia sold wheat in Winniper 
and Chicago in advance of dumping 
€normoug quantities of wheat on the 
European market. It ie suspected in 
more than one quarter that something 
of the same nature was the cause of 
the recent drop in wheat prices. 

What actually happens in a “beat” 
raid of this nature ig that the yrain 
trade as a whole is mulcted and leg- 
itimate capital in use in the business 
is subjected to a hold-up. When the 
farmer is delivering grain is the most 
vulnerable period as the whole grain 
trading structure has to bear the 
weight of the hedges to cover delivery 
to millers, If heavy outside short 
selling is added. then the machinery 
cannot handle the load, prices break 
and the producer and producers’ or- 
ganizations have to stand the shock. 

The Stamp investigation went into 
this phase of grain exchange opera- 
tions very thoroughly, and just re- 
cently the United States Government 
ugssumed control] over the ‘(Chicago 
Exchange operations. Both these ev- 
ents signify that the present system 
of short selling ig not wholly satis- 
factory and leaves loopholes for 


‘business ethics, 

The inherent weakness, as~ many 
see it, in grain exchange futures trad- 
ing is one ™ which physical posses. 
sion or ownership does not exist nor 
change hands, but only a contract 
of conditional nature is executed, Rad- 
ical emperimenting in grain market- 
ing is not desirable ag 99 per cent, of 
the Winnipeg Grain Exchange ma- 
chinery is good and performs its work 
cheaply and efficiently for the farm- 


by the bears, it has been suggested 
something might be done to Mmit 
option trading to the actual volume 
of wheat on hand at terminals or 
country elevators. This would give 
the market a normal average of at 
least 200,000,000 bushels to operate 
on which would provide  suffificient 
volume to keep the grain trading 
machinery ‘working smoothly.

A CANNED BEEF STORY 
—-z:—— 

During August of this year Canaéa 
imported 1,617,000 pounds of . canned 
meat from the Argentine and Uru- 
guay. This was three times as much 
as was imported during the August 
month of 1983. During the year 1981 
Canada imported nearly eight and a 
quarter million pounds of this canned. 
meat, From the figures for August 
it tooks as if 1984 might excced « the 
i931 record. And that in a year wiren 
it has not been possible for Canydian 
catitlemen to get a profit price of any 
scrt for their livestock! ‘We «.c told 
that Argentine canned ineat ‘s far 
superior to that canned in Canada, 
The reason given ie that the meat 
used is from No. 1 cattle whereas, in 
Canada, the canned product is ol the 
lowest quality, At the same time 
Canada is competing on the British 
markets with Argentine first quality 
chilled beef, so there must be good 
quality cattle in this country. ‘Why 
should it be necessary for Canada to 
import millions of pounds of process- 
ed beef annually from the South Am- 
erican republic? If Canada can com- 
pete with the Argentine,” price and 
quality, on the British market, why 
not in her own domestic market, whie-

Forty years at his hobby gather- 
ing together odd articles has given 
D. J. Elliott of North Bay, Ontario; 
the most ‘valuable collection of curios 
in northern Ontario. : 

Knives and coins form the ehief 
part of Mr. Elliott’s dispice. Hs 
most treasured knife is a-relic of the 
Mound-builders, who are said to have 
inhabited this country before the In- 
dians. They are supposed to have 
lived around Lake Superior, and the 
hammered piece of copper in the ~ 
shape of a knife now in Mr. Elliott's 
possession was taken from the wat- 
ers of that lake. sag 

There is also a head hunter’s knife, 
inlaid with copper rivets, each rivet 
said to represent a battle fought or 
a head taken by the former possessor 
of the instrument. Other weapons in- 
clude a black notch Irish shillalah, 
a Malay kris, a Turkish dagger, a 
Jugoslavian knife, a South /meri- 
can machete, two Japanese dirks— 
one ancient and one modern—2 Turk- 
ish scimitar, and several Italian stil- 
ettos.

A Tribute From The Dominion De- 
partment Of Agriculture ~ 

George Edmund McIntosh, Domin- 
ion Fruit Gommissioner, died on 
August 30th at his home in Ottawa 
after a- somewhat protracted period 
of ill health, and with his passing 
Canada has lost not only a particu- 
larly zealous and constructive worker 
in the fruit industry, but a good and 
kindly citizen. Efficient and thor- 
bugh as he was in his official cap- 
acity, it will be for his striking and 
happy personality, his innate court- 
esy, his consideration for others, and 
for so many admirable traits that 
went to maké up his enviable char- 
acter that he will be best remember- 
ed by those assotiated with him in 
his work and the wide circle in the 
ordinary roundelay of life which ex- 
tended far beyond the boundaries of 
the Dominion,” In a sentence, George 
McIntosh was a natural gentleman. 

There has béen no man in Canada 
who laboured ‘more consistently to 
elevate the standards and enhance 
the national integrity, as these apply 
to the fruit industry, and before he 
passed on he saw some advance 
made toward the goal that he 
strived so,earnestly to reach. . The 
ideals that he had for his work were 
after all but a reficction of the per- 
sonal ideals and character of the 
man. 

The late Mr. McIntosh began his 
career as a newspaper man in For- 
est, Ont., where he was born, and 
doubtless his early experience in the 
newspaper world broadened his un- 
derstanding and sympathies of men 
and life generally. When a young 
man in his early twenties, as owner- 
editor of The Forest Standard, he 
saw the necessity for an established 
organization in connection with the 
marketing of fruits, important pro- 
ducts of his native community. He 
worked to obtain: this, and as his 
activities increased, eventually to 
make him a_ widely recognized 
authority, he studied to become pro- 
ficient in every phase and detail of 
it. 
While he was édltor of his’ news- 
paper he was invited to carry out an 
intensive survey of the markets for 
Ontario fruits by the Fruit Growers’ 
Association of the province. This he 
did with consumate thoroughness. He 
paid particular attention to the prob- 
lems of handling the products from 
producer to consumer and to the best 
methods of transportation. He soon 
displayed his ability as an organizer 
‘and as a result he was appointed 
Transportation Specialist for the Do- 
minion- Fruit Branch, and while fill- 
ing this position he also did invalu- 
able work in connection with the 
transportation problems of the Do- 
minion Fuel Board. He became Do- 
minion Fruit Commissioner in 1922, a 
position he filled with distinction, un- 
til his death. 

The Dominion Department of Agri- 
culture has lost in Mr. McIntosh a 
most capable administrator, the coun- 
try -a citizen who has left what. is 
more desirable than great riches—a 
good name and a record of work 
well done.

Before the war was over,~ the 
Salient with which the name Ypres 
will forever be associated, was the 
“most acutely contested ground in 
Europe.” Not only was nothing of 
the city left standing; but a quar- 
ter of a million British lives were 
lost there. The name which before 
the war was little known outside 
of Belgium except among lovers of 
art became, as The Times of London 
remarks, “possibly better known ° to 
the general public here than any 
other place on foreign soil,” at first 
to many as “Wipers.”” The main rea- 
son was that so many British dead 
Me there. No devastated area has 
had “greater claims to British con- 
sideration”—claims which have been 
recognized in the closest of ties that 
have been contracted since the war. 

John Buchan said that Ypres was 
to Britain what Verdun was to 
France, the struggle which ended in 
Passchendaele making Ypres “rank 
forever among the most glorious of 
British battles.”

Hull Of Liner Was Coated To Depth 
Of Three Feet 

Mussels, limpets, barnacles and 
marine vegetation weighing over 100 
tons have been scraped from the 
hull of the 18,000-ton White Star 
liner Albertic, which, after having 
been laid up in the Holy Loch on the 
Clyde for four years, has just been 
cleaned in Govan dry dock. The task 
of scraping her hull was undertaken 
by a squad of 30 workmen. 

The bottom of the vessel was cov- 
ered with shellfish and seaweed to a 
depth of about three feet, while at 
the stern the ship was encrusted for 
a height of over 20 feet. 

During the cleaning operations the 
workmen were armed with long- 
handled scrapers and steel brushes. 
The mussels and weeds which have 
beén scraped from the liner were 
taken to the Gareloch and dumped.

Russia And The League Of Nations 


» Soviet Russia having applied for admission into the League of Nations, 
the burning topic at Geneva and in many of the European capitals is 
whether that application should be approved or rejected. Russia has the 
powerful support of Great Britain, France and Italy as well as of some other 
countries, but is opposed by a number of the smaller nations, including, so 
it 4s reported, Belgium, Poland and Greece, while Switzerland, the home of 

League, is said to be sharply divided on the question, The London Times 
has) expressed the bolief that Canada and Ireland will line up with the op- 


'. Unless unanimity can be reached through advance negotiations and con- 
ferences, the forthcoming meeting of the General Assembly of the League 
will be the scene of an animated, possibly hitter, debate, with the further 
possibility of the failure of Russia's application because an unanimous de- 
cision cannot be reached. It looks like a knotty problem to solve, yet most 
people in this country would be inclined to regard it as a very simple one. 


It is not necessary to recite the reasons which led to the establishment 
of the League of Nations, nor to set forth is aims and objectives. Its very 
name implies that it was the intention of the founders that it should include 
not some nations, but all nations. As long as certain nations remain out- 
side its membership, the ‘League is not as strong as it should be. It is 
weakened by the absence of even one nation. In the past one of its great 
weaknesses has resulted from the refusal of the United States to jo‘n, plus 
Russia's absence, and the early stipulation that barred Germany. Now that 
Russia is willing to come in, why refuse to permit it? 


~The only answer forthcoming is that the Government of Russia is Com- 
munistic. Premier Tsaldaris of Greece is reported as saying tliet he will 
vote against Russia’s election to membership on the ground that it would 
sanction international Communism. This may be offered as an excuse, but 
surely it is not a valid and legitimate reason for exclusion. 

Italy is a member of the League, but that does not constitute sanction 
of international Fascism by the other nations of the world. Other nations 
may set up or bow to dictatorships or other forms of autocratic government, 
some might turn socialistic, others become more and more democratic, and 
others again return to absolute monarchies. Such -developments are the 
right and privilege of'the people of the nations concerned, but they do not 
constitute reasons why they should be treated as outlaws among the nations 
of the world. % 

The people of any country have the sole right to determine their own 
form of government,—that which in their opinion is: best suited to their 
particular conditions or state of development. This is one of the fundamental 
principles underlying the structure of the. League of Nations, namely, self- 
determination of peoples and nations. Failure to recognize it, and give 
‘effect to it, would quickly destroy the -usefulness of the League and ulti- 
mately destroy the League itself as an organization. — 

There are times when, following internal upheavals and revolutions, a 
nation may lose the diplomatic recognition of other nations, but this is 
largely because the fact is not clearly established as to which of the con- 
tending groups really enjoys the support of the people in such country and 
can therefore be safely recognized as “the Government”. But when a Gov- 
ernment once becomes established, recognition of it by other nations as a 
rule quickly follows, The means by which it came into being, its principles 
and are a matter for its own people to approve or disapprove, and 
recognition by other nations does not necessarily imply approval. 

The Union of Socialist Soviet Republics (Russia) has an established 
form of government; has had for years, It is recognized by most of the 
other nations. Agreeably or otherwise, it is accepted by the Russian people. 
What reason is there, then, why Russia should not be recognized by the 
nations acting jointly through the League of Nations and full membership 
in that body be granted to it? It is silly to argue that the granting of such 
membership in the League is to sanction international Communism. One 
might as well argue that to now admit the United States would be to give 
international sanction to all the policies and implications of Roosevelt's 
‘New Deal”, or in the case of Germany to place the stamp of approval on 
Hitler and his Nazi policies and programme. ; m 

Regardless of what one may think of Russian Socialism and the policies 
and methods of the Soviet Government, and quite opposed as one may be to 
the introduction of similar policies and methods into their own country, peo- 
ple the world over should wish Russia well. It, is far better for the world 
that Russia should succeed and not fail in its experiment, and certainly it 
would be unchristian and cruel towards the Russian people to desire failure. 
Even though the Russian system may not be desired nor prove beneficial 
elsewhere, it may suit Russia in its present state of development. 

The best way to promote. international understanding and goodwill, and 
thus promote the cause of peace, is for the nations to get together,—the 
closer the better. And the best way yet devised for such getting-together is | 
in the General Assembly of the League of Nations. Therefore, let every | 


nation in who is willing to join, and do everything possible to bring in those | 
which presently are averse to joining.

Hard and silvery, the proactinium 
clung to a fine, one-inch thread of 
tungsten like drops of mercury, Its 
rays are more penetrating than 
radium. Its scientific and medical 
possibilities are wide. It emits the 
same kind of “Alpha, Beta and. Gam- 


}ma” rays as radium, and Dr. Brosse 


said its “Gamma” rays, which are the 
ones used in medicine, will penetrate 
lead more deeply than those of rad- 
jum. Its “Apha” rays, which ate 
fast-travelling particles, fly farther 
than similar particles from radium. 

But proactinium does not give off 
nearly as many of the rays of any 
of the three types. It has a “half- 
life” of 32,000 years, which means 
that in that period it will ‘radiate 
away half of its metallic substance. 
Radium, in contrast, has a “half 
life” of 1,600 years. 

The difference in rate promises to 
make possible medical experiments 
with the new metal that are too dan- 
gerous with the faster-acting radium. 

This tenth of a gram of a thread 
is all the proactinium which could 
be squeezed chemically out of a ton 
of ore. It cost $5,000. At .the same 
rate an ounce will cost $1,250,000.

Japan Grows Ow Wheat 
Country Now Able To Supply Its 


The Japanese government's five- 
‘year wheat growing project, inaugur- 
‘ated in 1932 by the ministry of agri- 
}culture and forestry to enable the 
country to supply. its own. require- 
‘ments of the cereal, has achieved its 
Objective two years ahead of time.. 

Estimates submitted at a confer- 
ence in Tokyo of the chief officials of 
the wheat encouragement bureaus in 


wheat crop in Japan this year will 
yield 44,849,900 ~ bushels,.-while. the 
éstimated consumption of the coun- 
try is 45,000,000 bushels, 

Since’ the domestic crop is now 
practically equal to consumption, the 
officials have decided to relax their 
efforts to increase production and to 
concentrate their attention on effect- 
ing improvement in quality. 

Although bread by no means sup- 
plants rice, which remains the staple 
ceréal, it has been popular as a food 
for-several years and army. regula- 
tions prescribe mixing wheat with 
rice’ before boiling it for soldiers’ 
rations. The wheat constituents coun- 
teract the tendency of polished rice 
alone to cause beriberi, (kakke as it 
is called in Japanese). | 
Many households consequently now 
mix some wheat with the rice before 
boiling it for the family table with 
resultant good effects on the general 
health. 

Due to the world rise in wheat 
prices, .Japanese flour mills have 
been falling back recently chiefly on 
domestic wheat. It is likely that the 
mills will continue to import a fair 
quantity of Canadian and Australian 
wheat of qualities not yet produced 
there, for mixing ‘purposes, for some 
time at least. 


Old Shop Still Stands 


Several Parisians Made Fortune In 
Home Of ra Hat 

| The little shop where the opera hat 

was invented in Paris in 1832 still 

exists, and hardly a stone’s throw 

from Place de l’Opera, which is fam- 

iliar to all Americans who visit Paris. 

It still bears the name of Gibus, 
the inventor being Louis Gibus. 

Gibus way back in 1830, began 
receiving complaints from his cus- 
tomers that stiff silk hats were a 
nuisance at the opera, and usually 
came back from the vestaire sadly 
damaged. Gibus thereupon evolved 
the collapsible opera hat. The first 
opera hats were made of shiny silk. 
Sensing the value of his invention, 
Gibus was enabled to obtain a pat- 
ent, which was in force from 1832 
to 1847 and the hat made him a 
fortune. He stepped out of active 
business in 1852 and died in 1870. 
When he retired from business, Gibus 
sold his shop to one of his assistants 
named Dida. When Dida had made 
his fortune, many years later, he in 
turn sold it to another assistant, 
Jourdain, 

In 4897 Jourdain turned over the 
business to still another assistant, 
| Sauvage, pere. He operated the busi- 
ness for 24 years, retiring in 1921 and

It is a wholesome 
practice anyway.

Bones Go Through Many Stages To 
_ Produce By-Products 

The millions of bones that are 
thrown away every year help to 
make a flourishing industry. Their 
by-products and uses are practically 
endless, and there is no waste. Bones 
go through many stages. First thry 
are boiled until-all the fat is extract- 
ed; this is made into glycerine and 
certain types of lubricants. Shin’ and 
marrow bones are used for making 
handles. The rest are ground into 
fine ‘powder in vast mills and have 
an infinite number of uses. A certain 
amount of this powder is ured to 
make bone-manure and bone-méal for 
farmers. It is extremely valuable. 
Sugar, salt, and other refineries 
utilize bones in some of their refin- 
ing processes. Bones are also used 
for. case-hardening cast steel. The 
worst part of old bones is their 
powerful and penetrating odour 
which, strange to say, is not in the 
least harmful. Asthmatics and those 
suffering with lung trouble often find 
relief when- working in sucn an at- 
mosphere.
